A man who had his house broken 
into and his luxury car driven 
away by a brazen burglar is urging 
the police to take action after a 
third house in a month was ran¬ 
sacked in his street on Friday. 

Julian Hunt, 43, of West Hill, 
Epsom, arrived back from holiday 
on August 17 to discover his house 
had been turned over and his 
£27,000 Audi car had gone. 

In a burglary on August 17 to 18, 
a television and iPad were taken, 
and last Friday afternoon high 
value jewellery was taken from 
the home of another of his 
neighbours. 

Police are not linking these bur¬ 
glaries to a string of other burglar¬ 
ies believed to have been carried 


by escaped convict Adam Yaroo, 
28, in Epsom, Tadworth, Kings- 
wood, between July 3 and Septem¬ 
ber 8, for whom they issued an 
appeal yesterday. 

Mr Hunt, an IT salesman, who 
lives with his wife and children, 
captured the thief in action on 
CCTV cameras he had installed on 
the front of his house. 

The footage shows a casually 
dressed man visiting his house on 
Monday, August 11, at 10.30pm, 
ringing the doorbell and then 
walking off. 

The man returned the following 
day at 10.30am, rang the doorbell 
several times. He is next seen by 
the cameras an hour later running 
past the front door, carrying a 
black sack, getting into Mr Hunt’s 
Audi and reversing it down his 
driveway. 

Mr Hunt said separate CCTV 
footage showed his postman had 
rung the doorbell at the same time 


to deliver a parcel, which he 
believes may have “spooked” the 
burglar. 

He said that in the other two bur¬ 
glaries in the street the homes 
were “trashed”. 

None of the items stolen from his 
home - which included £8,000 
worth of designer and electronic 
goods and cash - have been 
recovered. 

The burglar is white, slim, likely 
to be in his late teens or early 20s, 
clean-shaven, with short brown or 
blonde hair. 

He smashed a double-glazed 
door, reinforced with toughened 
safety glass, which Mr Hunt be¬ 
lieves indicates the man was a 
“professional”. 

He added: “We foolishly didn’t 
put lights on to go on and off auto¬ 
matically and the post was build¬ 
ing up.” 

Mr Hunt said Surrey Police’s 
crime prevention officers and 


forensics have visited his house 
and they are trying to trace 
his Audi using numberplate 
recognition. 

But he said he has not heard 
much from them. 

He said: “There have been no co¬ 
ordinated efforts to do anything 
about it. 

“I would like the scumbags 
caught. We felt very safe, living on 
a busy road before. 

“Until they are caught, we are 
not going to feel that kind of safety 
again or regain confidence.” 

He added: “I warned the police 
about the other burglaries too but 
no warnings have gone out or 
signs put up asking people if they 
have seen the burglars.” 

A Surrey Police spokesman said 
yesterday they are not ruling out 
the possibility the burglaries in 
West Hill are linked, that thorough 
investigations are ongoing and 
house-to-house enquiries have 
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better service

been carried out. 

The spokesman said Mr Hunt has 
been contacted on “several occasions” 
and an officer from the safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team visited him this week. 

Police website police.uk shows a 
sharp rise in burglaries in the Epsom 
and Ewell south area in recent months, 
up from five in April to 10 in May, 11 in 
June and 13 in July.

Friend bears ‘no animosity’ 
towards key social worker 


A friend of Gloria Foster has said she 
has no animosity towards the social 
worker who failed to arrange carers 
for her. 

Speaking after the verdict, Ann Pen- 
ston, who had an enduring power of 
attorney for her her friend’s financial 
matters, said: “When I listened to the 
social worker giving her evidence in 
jaw-dropping honesty, that was very 
difficult. 

“It may sound strange, but she did¬ 
n’t hide at all and obviously she’s lost 
her career and social workers don’t go 
into it to earn loads of money. 

“They are caring people and it’s 
made a huge impression on her life 
and I do feel sad about her situation. 
She has to live with that mistake. 

“I don’t have any animosity towards 
her. I wish her well.” 

But she called on Surrey County 
Council to learn from the tragedy and 
accept responsibility for what went 
wrong. 

She said: “I think the coroner was 
very clear in his summary that Surrey 
County Council, through its neglect,

had very greatly contributed to her 
death. 

“One feels it is the lower group that 
take the blame. They have come out 
with new protocols, and I acknowl¬ 
edge that, but it should also be ac¬ 
knowledged that there were quite a 
few problems up there [at the top of 
the structure]. 

“They should have been listening 
and should listen to avoid any future 
incidents.”

‘Grave indictment of 
the lack of service’

A pensioner who died after being 
left without carers for nine days 
died from natural causes, which 
were contributed to by neglect, 
an inquest concluded. 

Gloria Foster, 81, was found 
near death by a district nurse 
who visited her home in Priory 
Court, Chipstead Road, 
Banstead, on January 24 last 
year. 

She had been left without car¬ 
ers, who normally visited her 
four times a day to help dress, 
wash and feed her, for nine days 
after the care agency Carelst24, 
based in Sutton, was shut down 
following an immigration raid by 
police on January 15. 

Mrs Foster, who had been suf¬ 
fering from dementia, depres¬ 
sion, diabetes and a number of 
other health problems, died in 
Epsom Hospital on February 4. 

Delivering his verdict at Wok¬ 
ing Coroner’s Court on Tuesday, 
Coroner Richard Travers said 
that Mrs Foster’s immobilisation 
for the nine days had “contribut¬ 
ed in a way that was more than 
minimal” to her death from pul¬ 
monary thromboembeulism and 
deep venous thrombosis. 

He said: “I find that it was more 
likely than not that the period of 
immobilisation did contribute in 
a way which was more than min¬ 
imal and the dehydration Mrs 
Foster suffered with which was 
limited to that period also con¬ 
tributed in a way that was more 
than minimal. 

“There was a gross failure to 
provide Mrs Foster with basic 
care which contributed in a ma¬ 
terial way to her death. 

“Gloria Foster died from natu¬ 
ral causes contributed to by 
neglect.”

Mr Travers said he would be 
writing to the chief executive of 
Surrey County Council to raise a 
number of important points, and 
to the Care Quality Commission. 

The coroner said that had there 
been a proper appreciation of the 
fact that Mrs Foster needed care 
four times a day, care would have 
been provided by Surrey County 
Council and that what happened 
was a “grave indictment of 
the service or lack of 


service provided”. 

Last week, the court heard how 
Elizabeth Egan, the social work¬ 
er responsible for ensuring that 
alternative arrangements were 
made for Mrs Foster following 
the raid on Carelst24, admitted 
she had “failed” the pensioner by 
not following up an unanswered 
call she said she made to Mrs 
Foster to inform her of what had 
happened. 

Mrs Egan said she had been 
suffering from depression and 
burn-out and could not cope with 
her workload. She also said she 
wrongly believed that, as a self¬ 
funder, Mrs Foster could make 
her own alternative care ar¬ 
rangements or would have some¬ 
one to help her do so. 

Mrs Egan told the coroner: 
“The bottom line is that I failed. I 
made a mistake.” 

A police investigation into the 
issue last year found no record of 
the call. 

Also giving evidence at the in¬ 
quest last week, Jane Giles, the 
locality team manager for 
Reigate and Banstead at Surrey 
Adult Social Care at the time, 
said she had delegated the task of 
making alternative care arrange¬ 
ments for clients to Mrs Egan. 

She also said she trusted Ms 
Egan and admitted she had not 
sought specific assurances that 
alternative care arrangements 
had been found for all those who 
needed it. 

Ms Giles told the court: “I think 
that under the pressure of the 
workload within the whole team 
that, right the way down from se¬ 
nior management, we took as¬ 
sumptions on what was 
happening and there was no 
clear loop for feedback.” 

Mr Travers said “no checks and 
balances were undertaken” to 
ensure Mrs Egan had undertak¬ 
en the work to make alternative 
arangements. 


County council confirms job losses 
while coroner flags up concerns 


Surrey County Council (SCC) 
confirmed yesterday that it has 
dismissed two social workers in 
connection with the Gloria 
Foster tragedy but refused to say 
who or when. 

After the coroner delivered his 
verdict saying that what hap¬ 
pened was a “grave indictment of 
the service or lack of service pro¬ 
vided” by the county council, the 
authority released a statement of 
just three lines attributed to “a 
council spokesman”. 

It said: “We would again like to 
say how sorry we are for our 


failure to help Gloria Foster get 
the support she needed. We 
should have done more and we 
completely accept that. 

“While we have already made 
changes following this dreadful 
case we’ll continue to do all we 
can to prevent anything like this 
happening again.” 

The coroner said he would be 
writing to the chief executive of 
SCC about the following areas of 
concern: 

• The need to have a protocol for 
additional support for staff when 
such a closure of a care 


agency arises. 

• The need for additional, specif¬ 
ic training to reinforce to staff 
not to take a different attitude to 
self-funders. 

• The need for additional, specif¬ 
ic training so there is a clear un¬ 
derstanding of the team leader of 
support and delegation of tasks. 

• When there is such a closure of 
a care agency, for there to be 
clear lines of communication 
with that provider to ensure the 
bodies involved are immediately 
informed of the current 
situation. 
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MP may be called to court 


Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling may be called to give 
evidence in court after a fa¬ 
thers’ rights activist set up 
camp on the roof of his home. 

Martin Matthews, 47, of 
Middlemead Road, Bookham, 
stands accused of causing 
criminal damage to the MP’s 
roof in Ashtead where he 
spent a night and day last 
month. 

Mr Matthews, a veteran ac¬ 
tivist for Fathers 4 Justice, 
who used to live in Chantilly 
Way, Epsom, denied the alle¬ 
gation that he damaged six 
tiles on the roof during a hear¬ 
ing at South East Surrey Mag¬ 


istrates’ Court in Redhill on 
Monday. 

Mr Matthews’ lawyer Adam 
James, paid for through legal 
aid, said the broken tiles alle¬ 
gation was “new” and was 
made by Mr Grayling after he 
returned home from holiday. 

Prosecutor Fahmina Islam 
said: “At this stage I will have 
to call Mr Grayling to court.” 

Magistrates lifted one of his 
bail conditions that stipulated 
he could not go to any premise 
owned by or “under control” 
of a member of Parliament, 
royalty or judiciary. 

He still must not enter Mr 
Grayling’s road.

A paramedic who pretended 
to be gay to gain the trust of a 
woman and rape her has 
been jailed for 12 years. 

Predatory Christopher 
Bridger, 25, was found guilty 
of rape at Guildford Crown 
Court on Wednesday, July 30. 

He was found not guilty of 
an offence of assault by 
penetration. 

The court heard how in 
September 2008, while 
Bridger was learning to be a 
paramedic at St George’s 
University Hospital, Tooting, 
he befriended his first victim, 
also studying there. 

After a night out he started 
cuddling and kissing her. 

He took her clothes off and 


raped her. 

She was so traumatised by 
the experience she felt un¬ 
able to report it when it 
happened. 

In total, Bridger was found 
guilty of five sexual assaults 
on three female victims 
across Surrey and London 
following a 13-day trial. 

Four of the charges related 
to offences that took place in 
Addlestone, Walton-on- 
Thames and Epsom over an 
18-month period. 

Bridger was found guilty of 
sexually assaulting two of his 
co-workers in 2011 and 2012 
while he was working with 
the South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance NHS Service. 

Bridger will also serve 
three years’ on licence after 
his release. 

Detective Constable Claire 
Hastings, of the Sexual 


Offences, Exploitation and 
Child Abuse Command, said: 
“Bridger is a predator and a 
confidence trickster who 
abused the trust these 
women had in him. 

“He purported to be their 
friend and deceitfully set out 
to gain their trust by lulling 
them into a false sense of se¬ 
curity by claiming to be gay. 
Bridger took advantage of 
these women when they were 
at their most vulnerable. 

“I hope the sentence today 
will give anyone who may 
have been a victim of a sexu¬ 
al assault the confidence to 
contact us or one of the many 
organisations that assist vic¬ 
tims to ensure that they are 
provided with the support 
that they require.” 

In a statement after 
Bridger’s conviction, a 
spokesman from SECAmb 


said: “When these serious 
allegations came to light we 
suspended Mr Bridger in 
October 2012 and, following a 
thorough investigation, he 
was dismissed in July 2013.” 


Thefts from 
eight cars 

Police believe a cyclist may be 
responsible for a spate of 
eight car break-ins in 
Ashtead last week, including 
a Jaguar.

Police would like to hear 
from anyone who saw some¬ 
one on a bicycle between 2am 
and 3am. 

Mole Valley neighbourhood 
Detective Inspector Richard 
Hamlin said: “Vehicle crime 
is often opportunist and can 
cause a lot of damage. 

“The message is simple, 
removing items removes the 
temptation for thieves.” 


No charge for teens over sex attack 
on girl in fairground field at Derby 


Two teenage boys arrested in connec¬ 
tion with a sex attack at the Derby have 
been released with no further action 
being taken against them. 

A teenage girl was sexually assaulted 
in a field in the fairground area at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse at 4pm on 
Derby Day, 2012. 


Two teenagers, both 17, were arrested 
in November last year, but police said 
yesterday they did not have enough 
evidence to launch a prosecution. 

Detective Sergeant Oana King, praised 
the courage of the victim and urged any¬ 
one who can identify her attacker to call 
Surrey Police on 101, or call 0800 555 111.

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TRIAL: Youth ‘taken prisoner by gang at station for £80’ 


Adding some class to school dinners 


Teen ‘bragged by text 
about kidnapping boy’

A teenager was taken prisoner on 
a busy station platform, forced to 
travel by train to a cashpoint and 
robbed, a court heard last week. 

The younger of two defendants, 
accused of false imprisonment 
and robbery, allegedly sent a text 
message from Epsom station say¬ 
ing they had “kidnapped some 
boy lol” 

A 17-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, and 
Christopher Amirjani, 23, of no 
fixed abode, are standing trial at 
Blackfriars Crown Court. 

A third teenager, Marcus Easy, 
18, has previously pleaded guilty 
to robbery of an iPhone and £80 
in cash during the rush-hour on 
Friday, February 28. 

He was 17 at the time of the 
offence and was covered by an 
order protecting his identity that 
was lifted by the trial judge this 
week at the request of the Epsom 
Guardian. 

Prosecutor Warwick Tatford 
said he was the “main man” 
and flashed a handle, which the 
victim assumed was a knife, on 


the train. 

Just after 5pm the trio ap¬ 
proached a 17-year-old boy at 
Epsom station and took him by 
train to a cashpoint on the foot¬ 
bridge at Clapham Junction 
station. 

Mr Tatford said: “He was forced 
to take out £80 and was taken on a 
train back the other way. He was 
kept prisoner by the three men 
for the best part of an hour.” 

He said the victim was taken on 
a crowded train back to Ewell 
West station where the others 
shared out the “pretty pathetic 
proceeds” from the robbery. 

He said: “One of the sadnesses 
of this case is a nasty, frightening 
incident took place for a small 
amount of money.” 

At 5.19pm, the 17-year-old 
defendant standing trial allegedly 
sent a text message to his 
girlfriend saying: “We have kid¬ 
napped some boy lol. He’s taking 
us to a cashpoint in Clapham 
Junction. 

She replied: “Who? Lol. How 
much dough has he got? You’re 
looking to get nicked.” 

The victim, who is 17 and can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons, 
told the court that he was waiting 
for a train to meet friends in 


Wimbledon before going on to a 
family party in Chessington South. 

He said the leader of the group 
tapped him on the shoulder and 
asked what kind of phone he had. 

The victim said: “He sounded 
very angry and impatient...so I 
thought he obviously wants my 
phone, I will just tell him what 
phone I have got and hand it over 
if that’s what it comes to.” 

The court was shown CCTV 
footage of the scene, which 
showed dozens of people walking 
past and waiting for their trains 
nearby. 

Mr Tatford said that Mr Amir¬ 
jani, like his accomplices ap¬ 
peared to be under the influence 
of drink and cannabis. 

In Ewell West, he said the vic¬ 
tim was given back £20 he had on 
him, aside from the £80 with¬ 
drawn, as well as his mobile 
phone at the request of the 
younger defendant. 

Mr Tatford told the jury: “It has 
been a nice easy robbery - and 
there is a reward for good 
behaviour.” 

Amirjani has a robbery convic¬ 
tion and the 17-year-old has been 
reprimanded for possession of 
cannabis in the past. 

The case continues.

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Biker killed in crash

Tributes have poured in for a 
young motorcyclist who was 
killed in a crash on Saturday 
morning despite a desperate 
battle to save him. 

A spokesman for South East 
Coast Ambulance service (Se- 
camb) said paramedics were 
called to the back of Hook Road 
Arena, Horton Lane, in Epsom, 
at 11.15am on Saturday, to re¬ 
ports a motorcyclist had come 
off his bike. 

Three ambulances, two sup¬ 
port cars and an air ambulance 
were all sent to the scene, where 
the teenage motorcyclist was 
lying in the road, having sus¬ 
tained injuries to his head, neck 
and upper arm. 

A Secamb spokes¬ 
man said: “Every- 
! one worked toget¬ 
her to try to 



resuscitate the person including 
a police medic who was on the 
scene before we arrived. 

“Sadly the man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene.” 

Alan Carlson, a former Epsom 
councillor and mayor who lives 
around the Horton area, said the 
police cordoned off the road 
from the roundabout where 
Horton cemetery is situated 
to the last entrance to the 
St Ebba’s site. 

A motorcyclist himself, he 
said: “I was terrified at the time 
as ‘What’s On in Epsom’ had 
posted it was a motorcyclist on a 
blue Yamaha and my son, who is 
a motorcyclist and lives in Hook 
Road, drives a blue motorcycle. 

“My heart was in my mouth 
until I managed to speak to 
Andy. 

“We know the risks when we 
do it and it makes you think. 

“There has been talk of issues 
with speeding on Horton Lane as 
it is a wide road, but not particu¬ 
larly on Hook Road.” 

Mr Carlson said there are a 
number of roundabouts on 
Horton Lane, at regular in¬ 
tervals, which he 
believes 


makes it unlikely that a motor¬ 
cyclist would be able to reach 
very fast speeds. 

A number of tributes have 
been left to the motorcyclist on 
the Facebook page of What’s On 
In Epsom. 

Kirsty MacDonald said: “Pray¬ 
ing for calm and strength for the 
family at this difficult time.” 

Jamie Lee Nash wrote: “RIP to 
the young lad, bikes are so 
dangerous. Heart goes out to the 
family.” 

Tony Cutlan added: “We ar¬ 
rived just after the accident and 
saw the rider lying in the road 
being tended to by people who 
didn’t know him, but stopped to 
try and help. 

“Accidents happen, young peo¬ 
ple do things that are sometimes 
irresponsible. 

“Autopilot drivers very often 
fail to pay proper attention to 
their driving. 

“It doesn’t matter - a young 
man lost his life. Not for you to 
judge. As a motorist, a biker, and 
a parent.” 

Surrey Police are appealing for 
witnesses of the incident to 
come forward.

Need to weed beds 
near war memorial

Weeds were allowed to overrun 
flower beds next to a plot trans¬ 
formed by people power for cente¬ 
nary of the Great War. 

Good Samaritans spruced up a 
flower bed alongside the war 
memorial in Ewell Village a 
month before the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the war’s outbreak in 
August. 

But Epsom Council is responsi¬ 
ble for looking after neighbouring 
flower beds and these were spot¬ 
ted in a neglected state last week. 

Nick Kelly, a former member of 
local Air Cadet Squadron 323, said 
he had read about the “good- 
hearted” community effort in the 
Epsom Guardian in July. 

But Mr Kelly said it would have 
been even more of a tribute if the 
council maintained its flower 
beds, instead of just applauding 
the volunteers. 

He said: “I was mortified to walk 
past the flower beds only a couple 
of days ago to find them over¬ 
grown with weeds and uncared 
for. The council appears to have 
been blowing hot air about ‘work¬ 
ing together’. I assume they’re ex¬ 
pecting another local fairy 
godmother to come and wave her 


magic wand to harvest another 
beautiful flower bed. 

“Surely it would only take the 
council’s gardeners one hour 
every couple of weeks just to pop 
by and give them a turnover?” 

When the council was contacted 
to find out what was going on a 
spokesman said one of the coun¬ 
cil flower beds had now been re¬ 
planted with roses, and the other, 
which contains “sustainable 
plants”, has apparently been 
weeded. 

The anonymous good Samari¬ 
tan, who organised the clean-up 
in August and tends the commu¬ 
nity flower bed said: “It was in¬ 
deed full of weeds the other day, 
but... it has been weeded now and 
looks quite good. You can reas¬ 


sure your reader that all is fairly 
well flower-bed-wise in Ewell.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge, 
who represents Ewell, said: “We 
did plant shrubs shortly after the 
volunteers did theirs. But if they 
have become overgrown clearly 
that is something we need to at¬ 
tend to. 

“In that particular case we did 
our bit to tidy up the war memori¬ 
al and the volunteers kindly 
planted up the bed close to the 
war memorial.” 

Charlotte Moggridge, who has 
previously written to this newspa¬ 
per over the state of the flower 
beds, said: “The situation is total¬ 
ly frustrating. Ewell Village has 
the potential to be such a beauti¬ 
ful place and is totally neglected.”

Playing fields plan 
narrowly rejected

Controversial plans for a care 
home to be built on playing fields 
in Ewell were rejected by a nar¬ 
row majority of councilors last 
week. 

Charity Nonsuch Abbeyfield 
was refused planning permission 
for sheltered housing, with 60 
flats and round-the-clock care, in 
Old Schools Lane. 

At Epsom town hall on Thurs¬ 
day night six councillors voted to 
reject the planning application, 
four councillors voted to approve 
it and two councillors abstained 
from voting. 

Council officers had recom¬ 
mended refusal because the de¬ 
velopment would lead to a loss of 
open space and harm the conser¬ 
vation area. 

But they did acknowledged the 
need for elderly accommodation 
and highlighted the chairty’s 
plan to improve the remaining 
pitches. 

Maurice Pagella, a trustee at 
Nonsuch Abbeyfield, said they 
were disappointed by the deci¬ 
sion, but said: “The project is cer¬ 
tainly not dead. 

“There was a lot of debate and 
quite a lot of confusion and some 
of the councillors were some¬ 
what concerned they had not got 
all they advice they should have

done from officers.” 

Ewell Councillor Michael 
Arthur, who spoke in opposition 
to the plans, said: “It was a long 
debate and very crowded with 
people. It was a very, very finely 
balanced thing.” 

Coun Arthur said the “rural 
quality” of that part of the con¬ 
servation area and its green open 
spaces need to be preserved. 

He said: “Building on there 
with a big, bland building - in my 
opinion - was not a fitting feature 
in Ewell Village.” 

Campaigners had formed Old 
Schools Lane Playing Fields User 
Group and collected more than 
1,500 signatures in a bid to block 
the development. 

Andrew Tibbie, chairman of 
the group, said: “It’s a victory for 
planning policy and the environ¬ 
ment. It won’t be a complete vic¬ 
tory from our perspective until 
we can encourage the owner to 


promote its continued use as a 
sports field. 

“That’s our next battle.” 

As part of the project Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield planned to acquire 
the 12-acre site from a Catholic 
educational charity, the 
Salesians. 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield’s trustees 
issued a statement the following 
day saying: “This proposal of¬ 
fered so much to the whole com¬ 
munity, both old and young - it 
would have secured much needed 
housing and care for vulnerable 
older people, as well as enhanced 
sports provision for local people 
of all ages. 

“What we offered was the op¬ 
portunity for these benefits to be 
locked-in for the life of the new 
facility (60 years plus) with an 
even longer year lease for the 
playing fields. 

“Instead it appears the sports 
field, which closed on August 31 
when the tenancy of the Old Sale¬ 
sians football club ended, are 
now likely to remain closed and 
not available to the community at 
all. 

“We were heartened by the sup¬ 
port from councillors, but dis¬ 
tressed that the majority 
followed the strong lead from 
Coun Arthur, the local ward 
councillor, and refused the 
application. 

“This was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to secure these bene¬ 
fits for the community.”

Organiser Pat Johnson, a 
friend of Ms Morris’ mother, 
thanked the community and 
businesses for coming together 
to make the evening a success.

I am writing to bring to your at¬ 
tention to an issue that is causing 
great anger and distress to the res¬ 
idents of Oakdale and Ches sing- 
ton roads in Ewell. 

The cause of this is an applica¬ 
tion that has been lodged with 
Epsom and Ewell Council to build 
two pairs of semi-detached houses 
behind a house in Chessington 
Road by developers. 

Although this is still at the plan¬ 
ning stage, the way in which the 
developers have acted plus the 
considerable safety risks the de¬ 
velopment will cause (if approved) 
have already caused dismay. 

The back garden of the proposed 
development is about 100ft long 
and runs the length of Oakdale 
Road. Over the past few decades 
the back garden of the house was 
allowed to become overgrown to 
the extent that it was virtually an 
impenetrable wilderness, thick 
with vegetation and numerous

large trees. This provided both a 
home for numerous wildlife, eg, 
bats, hedgehogs, foxes, etc, and 
also acted as a screening barrier 
to Oakdale Road homes and a 
nearby park. 

A decision was then made by the 
developers to quickly clear the 
vegetation as a precursor to 
preparing the site for building 
work. The first residents knew of 
this was on the morning of July 
12, when contractors proceeded to 
chainsaw the trees and bushes. 

The residents are concerned at 
the following areas of the contrac¬ 
tors’ behaviour that day: 

□ No waste disposal procedures 
were used - waste was seemingly 
moved around the site and 
dumped willy-nilly, and in some 
cases asbestos was stacked 
against residents’ fences for sever¬ 
al hours before being removed. 

□ No ecology report was done 
prior to the site being cleared - 


“They kindly came along on 
Sunday morning to replant the 
beds that unfortunately the 
flooding had killed off.” 

Well the council appears to 
have been blowing hot air about 
“working together”. 

I assume they are expecting 
another local fairy godmother 
to come and wave her magic 
wand to harvest another beauti¬ 
ful flower bed. 

Surely it would only take the 
council’s gardeners one hour 
every couple of weeks just to 
pop by and give them a 
turnover?

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Kings Land in trouble 
over greenbelt plots

A Dubai-based international real 
estate agency has sold scores of 
plots of greenbelt land despite ac¬ 
cusations that it has misled buy¬ 
ers about their development 
potential. 

Kings Land has been advertis¬ 
ing exclusive plots in the “Epsom 
Hills”, off Downsway Close, 
Epsom Downs - 100m away from 
Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

On its website, it highlights the 
main advantages of where the 155 
plots, spanning 13.5 acres, are lo¬ 
cated - including the land being 
within the London commuter belt 
and immediately adjacent to a 
“high value residential housing 
development”. 

The Epsom Guardian was con¬ 
tacted back in March by a num¬ 
ber of residents who said they 
were astounded to see the land 
for sale because they said it lies 
within the Metropolitan green¬ 
belt and has no realistic chance 
of acquiring planning permis¬ 
sion in the future. 

After making several attempts 
at getting in touch with Kings 
Land, a spokeswoman recently 
provided the newspaper with in¬ 
formation about the plots. 

It showed the majority of the

plots in the Epsom Hills, ranging 
from 74sqm to 585sqm have now 
been sold, while a few have been 
reserved, booked or are being 
resold. 

All of the plots have been mar¬ 
keted as “residential” and their 
prices are available upon request 
from the company - something 
the Epsom Guardian asked for. 

In March, Kelvin Hilton, devel¬ 
opment manager at Reigate and 
Banstead Council, said the land 
was being advertised with false 
claims of having development or 


investment potential because it 
was “very unlikely to be granted 
planning permission”. 

He said the council had served 
an Article 4 direction on the site 
when it became aware of how it 
was being marketed by Kings 
Land. This direction aimed to 
maintain the openness of the 
land by stopping it being fenced 
off into plots. 

Mr Hilton said trading stan¬ 
dards had been made aware of 
the claims made by Kings 
Land’s.

Bourne Hall’s exhibition, Epsom 
and Ewell in the Great War, will 
be on display at the museum 
in Spring Street, Ewell, until 
December 31. 

Curator Jeremy Harte said; 
“Faced with the horrors of in¬ 
dustrial war, people tried to do¬ 
mesticate them by making what 
is called trench art. 

“It consisted of small, homely 
items made out of the mass-man¬ 
ufactured machinery of destruc¬ 
tion. This paper knife is a classic 
piece of trench art, made from 
pieces of the LZ85 Zeppelin. 

“It was created by Archibald 
Hiles who had family in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Epsom. 

“In 1915, the Greek town of 


Salonika had become the centre 
of an expeditionary force to 
attack pro-German Bulgaria. 

“Archibald was there in the 
Army Service Corps, serving on 
a motor boat. 

“On May 6, 1916, the LZ85 flew 
over Salonika Harbour, past the 
battleship HMS Agamemnon. 

“The ship opened fire and the 
shell tore through the gas bag of 


the Zeppelin so that it lost buoy¬ 
ancy and came down burning in 
the Vardar marshes. 

“The wreckage was taken to 
Salonika Harbour and rebuilt 
on the harbour wall to study 
its construction. 

“During the reconstruction 
many fragments were removed, 
and one of them came to 
Archibald. 

“He made it into the blade of 
this paper knife, using French 
bullets to provide a 
. handle.”

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I t seems hard to believe, 
but less than a century 
ago much of Epsom was 
still farmland. 

Now is your chance to dis¬ 
cover a little about this lost 
world on which your house 
may be built, writes Hardeep 
Matharu. 

St Mary's Church, Cud- 
dington, at the top of The 
Avenue in Worcester Park, 
is staging an exhibition of 
photographs and recollec¬ 
tions of farms in Worcester 
Park, Cuddington, Nonsuch, 
Stoneleigh and Old Malden. 

The Friends of Shadbolt 
Park will display albums 
showing their restoration of 
the day-lily garden beside 
Shadbolt Park House, and 
there will be another 
chance to see the 400 years 
of Worcester Park 
exhibition. 

Historian David Rymill, 
whose family has organised 
the event, says: “Today, 
thousands of people 
live in the 


communities of Worcester 
Park, Cuddington and 
Stoneleigh, but until the 
1930s most of this area was 
farmland. 

“It was mainly used for 
dairy herds, cereal crops 
and hay production, al¬ 
though some farms had 
other specialisations, rang¬ 
ing from pig keeping to fruit 
growing. 

“We have produced a dis¬ 
play showing the bound¬ 
aries of the farms in the 
area as they were in the 
mid-19th century, so visitors 
will be able to see which 
farm used to cover the area 
where they now live. 

“The display also includes 
photographs of many of the 
farmhouses that used to 
exist in the district - and of 
a few of the farmers as well, 
together with some infor¬ 
mation about how the crops 
or livestock that could be 
found on many 
of the 


farms over the years, and 
recollections of people who 
remember working on the 
farms, or seeing farming ac¬ 
tivities, over the course of 
the 20th century. 

“We have been particular¬ 
ly pleased to have the 
chance to include in the dis¬ 
play copies of Dr Robin Mat¬ 
tocks’s atmospheric 
photographs of farming in 
Nonsuch Park in the 1940s, 
and of a collection of pho¬ 
tographs dairy farming at 
Tolworth Court Farm, the 
last working farm in the dis¬ 
trict, in the late 20th centu¬ 
ry - which many people 
probably drove past on the 
A240 without being aware of 
it.” 

The church itself, with its 
Victorian architecture, and 
its range of stained glass 
dating from the 1890s to the 
2000s, is well worth a visit. 

There will also be a dis¬ 
play, featuring 
hymn-books 



and 
prayer 
books 

at St Mary’s 
over the decades, 
plus hymns and anthems 
written by the church’s 
organists. 

Rymill says: “This is also a 
chance to see in¬ 
side the church 



the beauty of its stained 
glass windows - including 
the latest window installed 
in 2005.”
